May 11.—All general 
strike developments yesterday were 
overshadowed by Former Premier 
Lioyd George’s speech in_ the 
House of Commons supporting the 
Archbishop of Canterbury’s sup- 
pressed appeal, on behalf of ‘the 
Christian churches, for a compro- 
mise settlement. 

In the midst of a debate which 
aroused an unprecedented storm of 
rage among the Tories, the former

reminiscent of his battles before 
the war, when he was the cham- 
pion of radicalism, shouted in ref- 
erence to Chancellor Churchill’s 
methods of running the official

“It is a bad policy to talk of 
breaking the trade unions like a 
potter’s vessel.” 

The liberal leader insisted that 
the Archbishop's proposals were 
fair. They were: First, calling off 
the general strike; second, .renew- 
al of the Government subsidy to

ductions which precipitated the 
strike. | 
A member of the strikers’ gen- 


. eral] council declared this accept- 


able if the third point were to 
read “withdrawal of the coal own- 
ers’ lockout notices.” ‘ 

“Ohurches Largely Alienated.” 

The Government, declared Lloyd 
George, by ignoring and refusing to 
print this plan, drawn up at Lam- 
beth Palace Friday in a meeting 
with the Archbishop of York, 
leaders of the free churches and 
Cardinal Bourne for the Catho- 
lics, “has alienated to a large ex- 
tent the Christian churches from 
the Government.” 

“I predict,” he added, ‘“‘that this 
dispute cannot be settled except 
upon some such terms as suggest- 
ed in the recommendation of the 
churches, without most incalcu- 


lable disaster.” 


As soon as the Tory benches re- 
alized he was pleading for a com- 
promise peace, the uproar began, 
increased as the speaker continued. 
Again and again, facing the howl- 
ing Tory side, the former Premier 
declared he was. only trying to 
save the country from ruin.

‘members, leaping to their feet. 


Lloyd George had not faced such a 
House since 1914, but he had not 
forgotten how. Without wavering 
a moment, he silenced his foes by 
saying: 

“I have done my share to sav2 
the nation from disaster.

Re- 
member we are not fighting a for- 
eign foe now.” 

Ex-Premier’s Greatest Ordeal. 

The debate was rather unex- 
pected, for it was confined by the 
rules to the conduct of the House 
Secretary, Sir William Joynson- 
Hieks, and Chairman Hope  de- 
Clared discussion of the strike 
question as a whole or mediation 
out of order. But Lloyd George 
managed to raise the question by 
attacking Sir William as responsi- 
ble for the conduct of the British 
Gazette and failure of that organ 
to print the Archbishop's appeal. 

He told the correspondent aft- 

erward that his pronouncement for 
peace without victory was the 
greatest ordeal of his career, and 
remarked: “It is the Boer war 
over again,” referring to the days 
when his life was sought by mobs 
pro-Boer. senti- 
ments.

Salisbury Admits Sending Out Cards 

Harry L. Salisbury, Director of 
Public Welfare, who is treasurer 
of the organization, today said it 
had only 1100 members, although 
there are more than 5000 city em- 
ployes who might be expected to 
‘join, and that only $1690 was in the 
treasury. He admitted the sending 
out of the cards, but said many of 
them had not been returned. He ex- 
pressed the opinion the reason was 
that the new budget had just been 
passed and that employes had been 
waiting for that before /cining,

night. 
In a telegram to Mrs. Parker, 


President Coolidge said: 
“Please accept my sincere sym- 


‘pathy on the death of your distin- 

| guished husband. As a justice of 
the New York State Supreme 
| Court, as Chief Judge of a Court of 
| Appeals and as an officer of the 
American Bar Association and simi- 
| lar bodies, and as head of the Na- 
tional Civic Federation, he had 
rendered distinct service to the 
country. His prominence in pub- 
lic life was attested by his nomina- 
tion for President of the United 
States. His death will be a great 
loss.”” 

Gov. Smith said: “The State and 
Nation has lost a most useful citi- 
zen.” 

The funeral! of the farm boy who 
became an eminent jurist and 
Democratic candidate for the presi- 
dency will be tomorrow. 

The former justice died of a 
heart attack while driving through 
Central Park on his way with his 
wife and a nurse to his country 
home at Esopus, N. Y. He con- 
tracted cold three days ago and 
because of his age, 74, hig physi- 
cian ordered him to wait until] yes- 
terday for his holiday at the coun- 
try home. 

Besides the widow, he is survived 
by a daughter, Mrs. Charles Mer- 
cer Hall, wife of a Bridgeport, 
Conn., clergyman, and two grand 
children, Mary and Parker Hall. 
Mrs. Hall is the daughter of Judge 
Parker and his first wife, Mrs.

Alton B. Parker, whose death occurred suddenly 


yesterday afternoon, was a distinguished Judge and 


an able lawyer. His profession honored him signally. 
Universities conferred degrees upon him. 
sel was frequentiy sought in efforts of public worth. 
' But in polities, notwithstanding his party drafted 
him as a presidential candidate and paid many trib 
utes to his ability, he lacked the qualities that make 
for popularity. His intellectual integrity prevented 
him from resorting to the tricks of the trade. He 
simply had no flafr at all for the theatricalism of 
which both Roosevelt and Bryan were past masters. 

For example, the “gold telegram.” Here he was. 
the party’s candidate, and on a platform which, br 
omitting all reference to free silver, might plausibly 
have been construed as an acceptance of the gold 
standard. That did not meet Judge Parker’s require 
ment. Implication was not enough. Silent consen:
